DRASTIC example of Pre-

The capital was reduced 
from 847,000,000 lire ($67,760,- 
000) to 339,000,000 lire ($27,120,-

Mussolini was disclosed as a 
corporation expert. The Gior- 
nale D'’Italia said he personally 
examined the company and di- 
rected its reorganization. He 
cut it off from the telephone 
services, combining them into 
one company for which bonds 
of 400,000,000 lire ($32,000,000) 
now will be offered. 


CHINESE WON AS 
BRIDE BY MINER ON

Mrs. Polly Bemis, 81-Year-Old 
Widow, Wed More Than 50 
Years Ago in Idaho.

GRACEVILLE, Idaho, Nov. 7.— 
A well-known figure here _ since 
gold miners stampeded to this dis- 
trict moret than 50 years ago, Mrs. 
Polly Bemis, 81 years old, the Chi- 
nese widow of a white man, died 
at a hospital here yesterday. 
Many stories are told of her early 
life in the mine camps, but the one 
told most often and accepted is that 
she became the bride of Charles 
Bemis on the turn of a card. When 
18 years old, Polly was smuggled 
into the United States from China. 
Bemis, a Connecticut Yankee, and 
the Chinese owner of the girl, the 
story goes, were dealing two-hand- 
ed poker. After losing heavily to 
Bemis, the Chinese suggested they 
deal a hand for the girl. Bemis 
won. He and the girl were married 
and lived together nearly 50 years. 
After Bemis died in 1922, Mr 
Bemis deeded what little propert 
she had accumulated to two 
friends, Pete Klieinkenheimer and 
Charles Shep. In return they prom- 
ised to care for her the rest of her 
life. They kept-the promise.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Evi- 


dence that bankers gained control 
of the $150,000,000 Dodge Motor Co. 
in 1925 without the investment of a 
single penny was pondered today 
by Senate stock market investiga- 
tors with a view to possible open 
inquiry. 

The evidence, gathered from the 

books of Dillon, Read & Co., shows 
a banking syndicate headed by that 
firm purchased the automobile com- 
pany from the Dodge family with 
money subscribed by the public 
and retained the voting stock in its 
own hands. 
In addition to gaining control of 
the company, the bankers realized 
profits of millions from selling the 
securities to the public. Later the 
company was sold to Chrysler in 
exchange for Chrysler stock. 


Huge Cash Transaction. 


Because of this evidence, com- 
mittee members may decide to ré- 
open the Dillon, Read inquiry, but 
they had reached no decision to- 
day. 

The Dodge company sale was one 
of the biggest cash transactions in 
history. The bankers’ syndicate paid 
for the company in a single check 
for $146,000,000.

Dodge Trustees Lose Claim for §2,- 
900,000 Income Tax Refund. 


The Supreme Court yesterday de. 
nied the petition of the Detroit 
Trust Co. and Anna Dodge Dill- 
man, as trustee under the will of 
Horace E. Dodge, for a review of 
a ruling by the Sixth Circuit Court 
of Appeals declining to return to 
them approximately $2,900,000 in 
Federal taxes paid in 1925. 
Horace E. Dodge died Dec. 10, 
1920, leaving a will placing a large 
part of his estate in trust, includ. 
ing 50,000 shares of stock in Dodge 
Brothers. Later through a stock 
dividend this was increased to 250,- 
000 shares. In May, 1925, Dodge 
Brothers sold all its assets and paid 
to trustees $62,500,000 on account of 
stock they held. 

In making out their Federal in- 
come tax return the trustees as- 
serted that at the time the stock | 
was delivered to them in 1924 it 
had a value of $57,500,000, thus 
making the income subject to tax 
$5,000,000. The Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue held the taxable 
income had to be figured on the 
value of the stock at the time of 
Dodge’s death, which he placed at 
$29,343,350, making a taxable in- 
come of $33,156,650 and asserting 
an alleged vagstn nage in income 
taxes for one year of $4,145,635.

Thirty-three states having voted 
for repeal, similar action today by 
any three of the six states will 
serve to erase prohibition from the 
United States Constitution although 
the formalities of ratification of 
the proposed twenty-first (repeal) 
amendment can not be completed 
before Dec. 5 or 6, when the last of 
the ratification conventions in these 
six states will meet. 

As in the past, before the eho 
tions that lined up 33 states for-re- 
peal, with none against, both re- 
pealists and anti-repealists declared 
confidence in the results today. 

The repealists relied mainly on 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky and South

“chances for successful mediation 
will be increased if the strike and 
shutdown are ended when negotia- 
tions are being conducted.” The 
owners “recognize that the spirit 
of the times has changed, that a 
different social order is in the mak- 
ing and that some rights hereto- 
fore held sacred must be abridged,” 
the letter states. 

Danie] J. Murphy, international 
representative of the Teamsters’ 
Union, who is in charge of the 
strike, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er the drivers would not return to 
work until they had some assur- 
ance of the disposition. of their de- 
mands for $25 a week salary and 
commission. 

“We are ready to mediate, but 
the men would not consent to re 
turn to work with their cause no 
farther advanced than when they 
walked out,” Murphy stated. “We 
feel that the Labor Board is cap- 
able setting the situation and, if 
the other side is sincere, they will 
consent to mediation without im- 
posing any conditions in advance.” 
The strike was called Oct. 16 at five 
plants, which Murphy charged had 
refused to negotiate with the union. 

Informed of the union attitude, 
Attorney Jones said he thought it 
possible that Judge McDonald 
“We are 
making a sincere effort to get to- 
gether, and I am hopeful that a 
settlement can be worked out,” 
Jones said. 

Will Méet Union Men. 

Judge McDonald said he and 
Frank C. Reilly, secretary of the 
Labor Board, would hold an infor- 
mal discussion with the union rep- 
resentatives this afternoon. A sim- 
ilar session will be called with 
laundry owners later in an effort 
to establish the ground work for 
mediation before taking the matter 
before the board. 

Jones’ letter to Judge McDonald 
deciares that the laundry owners 
are in sympathy with the purposes 
of the NRA. “The questions in- 
volved in this matter are of the 
gravest importance to the laundry 
industry,” the letter states. “Most 
plants, if not all, were operated at 
a loss and in many cases plants 
are losing less money now while 
closed than they would be if they 
were in operation. The laundry 
owners feel that this strike was un- 
justified and that the clear duty 
of the union was to submit its com- 
plaint to mediation before calling 
the strike. If under such circum- 
stances the laundry employers had 
refused to accept mediation the 
union might well have justified. a 
strike.” 

Picket Camp Established. 

Striking laundry drivers have es- 
tablished a picket camp and social 
center on a vacant lot at Victor 
street and Ohio avenue. A shelter 
constructed of old canvas, tin and 
lumber has been constructed and a

“It is a pleasure to know you, 
Mr. Litvinoff,” he said.

His Speech to Press. 
“I now wish to say something 
to the press,” Litvinoff said, and 
without waiting for questions he 
began: 
“Ladies and Gentlemen: I am set- 
ting foot today on the territory of 
the great American republic with 
a keen sense of the privilege that 
is mine in being the first official 
representative to bring greetings 
to the American people from the 
peoples of the Soviet Union. 
“I realize that I am, in a way, 
making the first breach in that ar- 
tificial barrier which has Yor 16 
years prevented normal] intercourse 
between the peoples of our two 
countries. The mt of my visit 
has become co on knowledge 
through the publication of the mes- 
sages which passed between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Kalinin. 
“The anomalous nature of the 
situation during the last 16 years 
has now been recognized by both 
sides, and the first step taken to- 
ward clearing it up. Everybody 
now realizes that this situation has 
done no good to either side, and 
the sooner it becomes a thing of 
the past the better for us all. 

“Wisdom and Broad Views.” 

“I am looking forward to the 
pleasure and honor of making the 
acquaintance of your President, 
who has given yet another proof 
of his wisdom and broad views by 
taking the initiative in addressing 
Mr. Kalinin. I also will be very 
glad to renew my acquaintance 
with your Secretary of State, Mr. 
Cordell Hull, whom I met at the 
economic conference in London. 
“I would emphasize the artificial 
nature of the estrangement hither- 
to existing, since in point of fact 
the peoples of our republic have 
never ceased to follow each other’s 
developments with the utmost mu- 
tual sympathy and interest. 
‘The peoples of the Soviet Union, 
burdened with the onerous lega- 
cies of Tsardom, which purposely 
kept the country in backwardness 
and igronance and setting them- 
selves the Herculean task of build- 
ing up, on the ruins left by seven 
years of war, an industrially de- 
veloped state on new social and 
economic principles, could not but 
be inspired by the example given 
by your country in the methods you 
found of subordinating natural 
forces to the needs of humanity— 
enabling the American people in a 
comparatively short time to build 
up the most technically progressive 
country in the world, well ahead of 
the older continent. _ 

“American Technique.” 
“The words ‘American technique,’ 
‘American tempo,’ ‘American scope,’ 
are continually to be met with in 
my country, and no small contin- 
gent of your countrymen have 
helped us to fulfill our constructive 
task, bringing with them valuable 
American experience, while some 
of our greatest technical achieve- 
ments are associated with the 
names of representatives of 
American technique and industry.” 


“Moreover, the great interest in 
the Soviet Union held in the United 
States is testified to by the numer- 
ous leaders of American science, 
technique and arts, and by the in- 
numerable books devoted to the 
Soviet Union in the United States. 
All these things show that there is 
already a solid base for economic,

“All these things encourage me 
to nourish the most sanguine hopes 
as to the outcome of the mission 
placed upon me, and as to the fu- 
ture of Soviet-American relations. 
It seems to me that what we have 
to do now is only so to say, to legal- 
ize and to give an official expres- 
sion to that reciprocal gravitation 
of two nations which have had no 
conflicts in the past and cannot an- 
ticipate them in the future, of the 
numerous symptoms of which I have 
just spoken. 

“My mission is, moreover, ren- 
dered easier by the fact that the 
questions to be’ discussed between 
your President and mysclf have had 
innumerable precedents during the 
establishment of normal relations, 
and peaceful co-operation between 
the Soviet Union and a number of 
other countries, and that the Soviet 
Government’s attitude to these 
questions has long been well known 
to the world. 

“The sympathy with which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's initiative has been 
received by the American press and 
public opinion makes me hope that 
the American press will extend its 
sympathy and assistance to those 
further steps toward the completion 
of establishment of Soviet-American 
official] relations which may be the 
result of my conversations with 
your President, and, secure-in this 
hope, I want to thank you in ad- 
vance,” 

He was asked if, in his opinion, 
the establishment of Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations would further the 
cause of complete, world-wide dig- 
armament 
“I sincerely think and hope so,” 
he answered. “It is no idle dream.” 

Bars Japanese Question. 
He declined to discuss Russian- 
Japanese relations. 
“One thing at a time,” he smiled 
and threw up his hand.. A Brizilian 
newspaper man wanted to know 
what Russia thought of Brazil.

DESCRIBES LTVINOF 


His Former Private Secretary 
Says Russian Diplomat Is Like 
American Business Man.

DETROIT, Nov. 7.—Mrs. Max 


Eastman, former private secretary 
to Maxim Litvinoff, Soviet Com- 
missar of Foreign Affairs, dis- 
cussed him here today. Before her 
marriage to Eastman, Socialist 
poet and writer, she was Eleina 
Vasilievna Krylenko, a sister of 
Gen. Nikolai Krylenko, now Rus- 
sian Minister of Justice. 

Mrs. Eastman described Litvi- 
noff as more like an American 
business man “than any diplomat I 
have ever seen.” 

Back in 1922 Mrs, Eastman, then 


unmarried, had just been appointed 
as Litvinoff’s private secretary. 
| She recalled how at that time she 
was all agog over a trip to an inter- 
national conference at Geneva and 
could not understand why Litvi- 
noff took it so calmly. 

“Does nothing excite you?” she 
asked Litvinoff. He smiled and re- 
plied: “The only trip that could 
give me a thrill of pleasure would 
be a diplomatic mission to the Unit- 
ed States.” 

“Litvinoff,” said Mrs. Eastman, 
“is one of the best-natured men I 
ever knew, not easily irritated, 
never capricious, lives very simply, 
plans all his activities. very care- 
fully and allows nothing to ruffle 
his disposition.” 

Mrs. Eastman says that the rea- 
son Litvinoff has remained a doml- 
nant figure in Russian life is be- 
cause of his genuine love of coun- 
try and his honesty. 

“Of the old crowd,” she said, dis- 
cussing early figures of the revolu- 


tion, “only Litvinoff“and my broth- | 


er seem to have advanced in gov- 
ernmental positions. The rest are 
either dead, in exile or retired to 
minor posts. They survived be 
cause they refusec to play partisan 
politics.”

Who did a smuch for agriculture in 
as short a time as President Roose- 
velt? Give him a chance.” 

Gen. Johnson likened the NRA 
and the AAA to the Siamese twins, 
in appealing for support and co- 
operation of the country. 

“The truth is,” he said, “the NRA 
and the AAA are the same thing. 
We can’t succeed if the AAA fails 
and the AAA can’t succeed if the 
NRA fails. The best way to help 
industry is to heip the farmer and 
the best way to help the farmer is 
to help industry.”

NOT RISE MUCH, NRA SAYS 


Statement by Consumers’ Advisory Board As- 
serts Increased Cost to Operators 
Is Small. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The 
NRA _ administration’s consumers’ 


day said the bitumin us coal code 
should result in no marked increase 
in the cost of filling the domestic 
coal bins. 

Even if the mine price of coal 
were doubled, the board found, 
“The retail price need not rise more 
than 20 per cent to cover the great- 
er mine charges.” — 

“The chief item in mining costs is 
wages,” the statement said. 

“The coal code does not change 
the minimum union wage scales of 
miners in Illinois, Indiana and the 
Rocky Mountain coal regions. 

“It raises the lower wage rate of 
competing fields and of nonunion 
mines so that their rates will not 
give them so great a competitar 
advantage. 

“This means that Illinois, Indiana 
and the Far West should be able 
to supply coal as cheaply as they 
ever could, and that the rest of the 
country is forbidden to invade their 
markets by means of low wages. 
Legitimate price increases in the 
high wage areas will be limited to 


-those required to avoid further op- 


erating losses such as have charac- 
terized coal mines in the recent 


advistory board in a statement to-/ past. 


“Mines in the high wage area 
may get more business than they 
did when they had to fight low 
wage competition. If this happens, 
the more regular operation of these 
mines will go far to restore their 
profits.” ; 

The board found that about half 
the retail price of soft coal went

“Some people might say it is not 
the business of the NRA to put 
farm prices up—<nat is the busi- 
ness of the AAA—and in a sense 
that would be right. But, as Secre- 
tary Wallace says, if there is any- 
thing certain in the tricky science 
of economics, it is that farm in- 
come and total payrolls in~ this 
country go up and down together.” 

Admitting there had been “chisel- 
ing, gouging and profiteering un- 
der the Blue Eagle,” Johnson point- 
ed out the last presidential exemp- 
tion under the retai! code excusing 
towns of populations,of 2500 or less 
from adhering to the code, which, 


he said, “eliminated price gouging 
in rural districts.” 

“Team work is the answer,” he 
concluded. “If you want to get out 
of the depression, play the game 
behind the President’s leadership.” 

Johnson in an interview said: “All 
things considered, things seem to 
be going better than 1 expected.” 

Declaring the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration was mov- 
ing just as hard and fast as it 
could, Johnson said: 

“If the farmers could form a code 
of fair competition they would pe 
entitled to admittance under the 
NRA, but there are 6,000,000 of 
them of all shades of thought and 
action.” 

Washington figures indicated, he 
said, that farm product prices 
have increased 32 per cent com- 
pared to a 17 per cent increase in 
the price of things farmers must 
buy. 

He said that in the corn, live 
stock and dairy areas the price dis- 
parity was greater, and that farm 
prices had not advanced as much. 

Regarding the Indiana State Res- 
tagrant Association’s executive 
committee, which today recom- 
mended removal of the Blue Eagle 
until a code on an enforcible basis 
had been framed, Johnson said: 

“There has not been a restau- 
rant code drawn up yet. It may be 
completed, however, fn a few days, 
and, when it is, it probably won't 
be in its present form. One of the 
difficulties with that code is thé 
unconscionably long hours restau- 
rant people are seeking, and the ar- 
rangements to be made between 
wages and tips.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo.. Nov. 7.— 
Traces of arsenic found in finger- 


nail clippings, a lock of hair and 
a small piece of skin of James Ed- 
lin, 40-year-old Kansas farmer, 
caused the arrest last night of his 
estranged wife, Mrs. Lena Edlin, 
38, in Kansas City, Kan. A warrant 
issued in Leavenworth County 
charged her with attempting to 
poison her husband, who lives near 
Jarbalo, Kan. 

A quiet investigation by Dr. P. 
W. Darrah, a Leavenworth physi- 
cian, led to the arrest. About a 
month ago Dr. Darrah was called 
to the home of Ernest Edlin, a 
brother of James Edlin, and found 
James Edlin suffering from what 
other doctors had diagnosed as 
rheumatism. He had been confined 
in a hospital twice. To the doctor 
the ailment appeared to be neuritis. 

The doctor made inquiries to de- 
velop a history of the case. He 
learned that Edlin, who is crippled 
from injuries suffered in an acci- 
dent when a boy, lived on the farm 
with his wife and their two chil- 
dren. Edlin has a $2000 life insur- 
ance policy with his wife as bene- 
ficiary, he was informed. 

Edlin told him that one day when 
hie complained of not feeling well 
his wife put “some white powder in 
coffee and gave it to him. Shortly 
afterward he became very’ ill. 

According to a statement made 
by Edlin to the doctor and to J. J. 
Dawes, Prosecuting Attorney of 
Leavenworth County, his wife told 
him there was no need to call a 
doctor; that she would give him 
some quinine. He became worse and 
suffered acutely after eating break- 
fast the following morning. A 
brother, Ernest Edlin, stopped at 
the farm that afternoon and took 
him to a Leavenworth hospital. 
That was four months ago. 
Shortly after his return from the 
hospital, Edlin suffered a similar 
attack after eating some pie. His 
brother again took him to the hos- 
pital and while he was there his 
wife came to Kansas City, leaving 
the two children at the farm. Short- 
ly afterward she filed suit for di- 
vorce. 

After examining Edlin and in- 
quiring into the history of the case, 
the doctor became convinced that 
the neuritis was caused by arsenic 
poisoning, since the symptoms of 
the sickness at each attack ap- 
peared to be that of arsenic poison- 
ing? The fact that more than a 
month had elapsed since the last 
attack would mean that the ar- 
senic had passed into the system.

uary, 1934.” 


Gerling was taken by surprise 
when Weidle handed him the docu- 
ment as the superintendent was de- 
livering his monthly report. Weidle 
had written it in pencil and showed 
it to several of his colleagues on 
arriving at the meeting, which the 
whole board attended. Then he had 
it typed and passed it around for 
signature during the session. Ger- 
ling expressed his thanks. 

The recent controversy over 
Gerling’s failure to reappoint J. 
Clark Waldron as an evening high 
school teacher, following Waldron’s 
activity in behalf of striking gar- 
ment workers, was one factor 
moving Weidle to circulate the 
statement.

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Implanting of Encephalitis 
In Animals Insures Continuing 
Search for Cause of Disease 


Researchers Report Success in Giving Mon- 
keys and White Mice Apparently Same 
Illness That Attacks Human Beings.

EW findings, disclosed today in 

the United States Public Health 

Service reports, seem to assure 
science of virtually unlimited op- 
portunity for continuous study of 
the encephalitis produced in the 
laboratory here as long as _ un- 
knowns remain. 

The report is signed by the three 
scientists who made the original 
discovery—Dr. Ralph S. Mucken- 
fuss, Washington University bac- 
teriologist; Surgeon Charles Arm- 
strong of the Public Health Serv- 
ice, and Dr. Howard A. McCordock, 
Washington University pathologist. 

Just two months ago tomorrow 
they reported to the Metropolitan 
Health Council that they had suc- 
ceeded in producing encephalitis in 
six monkeys by inoculations of 
material taken from five human 
patients. While the symptoms and 


body changes seemed the same in 
the animals as in man, they con- 
cluded: “Many weeks’ work has yet

Evidently, from that, it can be 
carried on indefinitely in mice. 
Even. should it show signs of dwin- 
dling in later monkey series, th3 
scientists, though the previous 
source of fresh material was 
‘closed by the passing of the epi- 
demic, now have a new source in 
material from the infected mice. 
If they desired, they could even 
start an entirely new series of 
monkey inoculations. 

Each of the two animals has its 
advantages for study. Course and 
effects of the disease in the indi- 
vidual may obviously be more eas- 
ily observed in the monkey. As ob- 
vious are the greater ease and low- 
er cost of handling the mice, the 
opportunity for working with larg- 
er numbers and consequently more 
substantial statistical data. Beyond 
these aspects in the mechanics, the 
epparently uniform susceptibility 
of mice eliminates what had been 
a troublesome unknown confront- 
ing experiments with monkeys in 
the present stage of the work. And 
the new source of material opens a 
possibility that the virus may be 
“fixed” in monkeys as well. 

New Tests With Mosquitoes. 

Other phases of research have 
taken impetus from the new find- 
ings. A new series of experiments 
to test the possibility of laboratory 
transmission by mosquitoes has 
begun. Experiments with human 
beings and with monkeys have 
shown no evidence for the mosquito 
possibility. 

Means of transmission is impor- 


tant among the unknowns of the 


disease. The cause is yet to be con- 
clusively determined, although every 
stage of this work has added evi- 
dence for the probability that it is 
a “filterable” virus, rather than 


laboratory means. 

The progress in animal! transmie- 
sion opens wider avenues for study 
of all the unknowns. Present know- 
ledge of the disease includes no 
specific immunizing agent nor any 
specific remedy. The study; now 
assured of ample material, will 
cover every possibility of develop- 
ing them. 

Dr. Loake, in commenting on the 
report, warned against confidence 
that any might be found, but add- 
ed that the more substantial hope 
lay in gathering comprehensive in- 
formation on every phase. By full 
knowledge, he said, rather than by 
narrowing the study to doubtful 
objectives, the medical profession 
might best arm itself against the 
disease. 

Certain Phases of Research. 

Certain phases of that study were 
touched in today’s report. A few 
attempts to convey the disease to 
monkeys by spinal fluid, blood and 
washings of the nose and throat 
had failed, but the scientists point- 
ed out that, because of low suscep- 
tibility, this did not mean the dis- 
ease was not present in those 
fluids. Finding the virus in the 
blood would bear a secondary re- 
lationship to the possibility that 
mosquitoes might transmit it. Find- 
ing it in the nose and throat would 
offer support for the more widely 
accepted theory of transmission by 
contact with human “carriers” or 
mild cases.

[distinguish the St. Louis epidemic

“The symptoms observed in mon- 
keys, while varying in degree, were 
uniform in character,’ suggesting 
those seen in human encephalitis,” 
reported the scientists, giving the 
first published details of their re- 
sults, “The first significant symp- 
toms appeared in from eight to 14 
days after inoculation and began 
with an elevation of temperature, 
which tended to rise on successive 
days to a height of from 105 to 
106.8 degrees on the fourth or fifth 
day of the fever. 

“When undisturbed the animals 
usually sat hunched up with their 
eyes closed as if asleep and with 
the head bent forward. When dis- 
turbed, however, the ill animals 
seemed alert and often marketly 
excitable.

BANKS SEEKING MEMBERSHIP 
IN U. 8. INSURANCE FUND 


More Than Half of Non-Member 
State Depositories Have 
Applied. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—A total 
of 4537, or more than half of the 
8390 non-member state banks, have 
applied for membership in the tem- 
porary insurance fund of the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion. 

Walter J. Cummings, corporation 
chairman, also announced that 137 
mutual savings banks in New York 
State, having aggregate deposits of 
$5,125,000,000, had signified their 
intentions of applying. 

“The fact that these mutual say- 
ings banks intend to join the in- 
surance fund,” Cummings said, “in- 
dicates the recognition on their 
part of the necessity for this de- 
posit insurance, Corporation ex- 
aminers will immediately begin ex- 
amining these institutions to deter- 
mine their eligibility for member- 
ship as soon as formal application 
is received.” 

All banks which are members of 
the Federal Reserve System auto- 
matically become members of the 
insurance fund, which insures in 
full individual bank ‘deposits up to 
$2500 after Jan. 1. State non-mem- 
ber banks can become members if 
they qualify.

In her cross-bill Mrs. Hussey, 
contends that a $200,000 trust es- 
tate, consisting of stock of the 
Houston Wood Preserving Co.

shares in the income of the pronci- 
pal trust, but not in that of the 
Houston Wood Preserving Co.

Robert Hussey testified advances 
were made in the form of loans, 
totaling $250,000, and that the loans 
were proper investments of the 
trust. 


Testimony in the main issues of 
the case was completed yesterday, 
before trial of the cross-bill began, 
and Judge Calhoun took the matter 
under advisement. In the principal 
suit Mrs. James Bailey, daughter 
of Dennis Hussey, is suing her 
mother, Mrs. Tennie Hussey, and 
her brothers, Robert and Nolen; as 
tustees of the estate.

The St. Louis Probate Court will 
be asked t odetermine the amount 
‘of the inheritance tax due to the 
State of Missouri from the heirs to 
two-thirds of the $3,500.000 to $4,- 
000,000 Ehrhardt Franz estate. 

The United States Supreme 
Court yesterday decided that the 
Federal courts cannot entertain 
suits filed against the State of Mis- 
souri in its collection of inheritance 
taxes. This decision leaves the 
State free to proceed, and Circuit 
Attorney Miller, who has handled 
the matter for the State recently, 
said early action would be taken. 

While the State’s inheritance tax 
claim has been for $557,000, the 
Circuit Attorney said this amount 


was likely to be much reduced, as + 


the Probate Court will be asked to 
make a new estimate of the value 
of the taxable two-thirds of the es- 
tate, and the State’s claim will be 
based on that valuation. 
Decline in Value of Stock. 

The $557,000 claim was based on 
a valuation of $9,040,000 for the tax- 
able part of the estate at the time 
when it was released to the heirs 
by the death of Mrs. Sophie Franz 
in 1930. The present value of the 
same portion of the estate 1s about 
$2,500,000, owing to the decline in 
the value of stock of the Burroughs 
Adding Machine Co., which com- 
poses the bulk of the estate. 

Ehrhardt Franz, whose invest- 
ment of $21,000 in 1896 was the 
basis of the estate, died before the 
State inheritance tax law was in 
force.

The Governor reviewed his rec- 
ommendation for lowering of gov- 
ernmental costs, made in his inau- 
gural message, and the fact that 
he caused the introduction of a bill 
for lower salaries at the regular 
session of the Legislature. He 
pointed out that the Legislature had 
failed to pass the bill. 


Cut in Expenditures. 


Taking up the various depart- 
ments of the State Government one 
by one, he showed marked reduc- 
tions in expenditures in compari- 
son with the years 1931 and 1932. 
Former Gov. Caulfield cut expenses 
26 per cent in 19382 over 1931, and 
Gov. Park showed that, with only 
two or three exceptions, every de- 
partment was operating this year 
at a cost even below that of the last 
— of the Caulfield administra- 
tion. 

The figures presented by the 
Governor included both salaries and 
expenses paid from the special fee 
funds as well as those paid from 
the general revenue fund, and con- 
cluded with an expression of opin- 
ion that little if any further reduc- 
tion was possible, 

“It will be observed,” he _ said, 
“from an examination of these re- 
ports that in 1931 the total salary 
and expense account from _ all 
sources (except the Highway De- 
partment, for which no figures were 
presented) for one month amounted 
to $838,522.78; in 1932, $681,309.74 and 
in 1933, $618,249.37. In other words, 
the average monthly expense this 
year is $220,273.41 less than in 1931 
and $63,060.37 less than in 1932. 

“If these monthly averages are 
maintained, and I know of no rea- 
son, except in a few instances, why 
they will not be, the salaries and 
operating expenses of the depart- 
ments named for this year will be 
$2,643,289.92 less than in 1931 and 
$756,724.44 less than in 1932, and it 
should be remembered that in 1932 
Gov. Caulfield compelled a reduc- 
tion of 26 per cent in all depart- 
ments under his control. 

Some Drastic Reductions. 

“So drastic have been the reduc- 
tions of appropriations of some of 
the self-supporting departments 
that they have been unable to func- 
tion for the best interests of the 
State. 

“It will be seen by the above 
that the request made by the Sen- 
ate for drastic reductions has been 
anticipated. In many instances a 
25 per cent further reduction can- 
not and should not be made. 

“The request that the Governor 
call upon all elective officials of 
the State Government and the em- 
ployes thereof to make a reduction 
of at least 25 per cent in al) sal- 
aries, including their own, and al) 
operating expenses of their respec 
tive departments, assumes a power

“However, so thoroughly am IL in 
accord with your expressed desire 
for economy that, if you are still of 
the opinion, after being advised of 
the economies offered by this ad- 
ministration, that further cuts in 
salaries and expenses should be 
made ,you are hereby authorized to 
enact at this session any law or 
laws to that effect you may deem 
proper. 

“It is my opinion, however, that 
our elective State and judicial of- 
ficers can be trusted to see to it 
that the interests of those who 
elected them are safeguarded.”

‘If this trend is continued,” Ne- 
ville said, “these four will soon be 
the only self-sustaining counties in 
the State. The disparity will be in- 
creased if the income tax is raised 
or if a sales tax is adopted. If we 
had fewer counties, more of them 
could be made self-sustaining.” 

Basis of the Figures. 

Neville’s figures are based on the 
report of the State Auditor for the 
biennium, 1931-32. Neville, an em- 
ploye of the Collector’s office for 
more than 25 years, has made a 
particular study of the relations be- 
tween State and county finances. 
He has sent a copy of his analysis 
to J. Wesley McAfee, the city’s leg- 
islative representative at Jefferson 
City. 

Counties receive money from the 
State Treasury under 13 separate 
headings, from special funds or for 
special purposes, such as schools, 
blind pensions, or criminal prosecu. 
tions. Contrasted with the 25 
counties which more than paid 
their way are 18 which got mofe 


than $100,000 from the State in ex- 
cess of what they paid. Several 
of these received more for blind 
pensions they paid to the 


purposes. Payments 
to the counties for school purposes,

Stockmen thought it was the 
ticks which were present on South- 
ern cattle, but scientists of the day 
jeered at the idea. There were as 
many theories as there were scien- 
tists, but one scientist of note, 
quoted by De’ Kruif, rejected the 
tick theory with the statement: “A 
little thought should satisfy anyone 
with the absurdity of this idea.” 

After futile laboratory research, 
Dr. Smith determined to test the 
tick theory. He obtained seven 
healthy, tick-laden Southern cows 
and six Northern cattle. Four of 
the Northern beast were put into 
a field with three of the Southern 
animals, after Dr. Smith and an 
associate had carefully removed 
every tick—and there were thou- 
sands of them—from the Southern 
cattle. 

The Northern cattle, grazing with 
these, suffered no ill effects, but 
the others, mingling with the tick- 
laden animals, contracted Texas 
fever and died. Many questions re- 
mained to be answered before Dr. 
Smith was ready to say that he 
had found the cause of Texas fever, 
but all his subsequent research bore 
out that conclusion.

HOW HOG PROCESSING 
TAX WIL BE COLLECTED 


It Will Be Levied at Actua]. 
Killing for Commercial 
Trade Channels. )

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Details 
lof the hog processing tax which 
went into effect at an initial rate 
of 50 cents per hundredweight on 
live hogs Sunday, were explained 
yesterday by the Farm Administra- 
tion which will boost the levy grad- 
ually to a maximum of $2 on 
Feb. 1. 

It said the tax would be collect- 
ed by the Internal Revenue Bureau 
on the actual killing of hogs slaugh- 
tered for commercial trade chan- 


nels, irrespective of point of sale 
or the status of the initial proces- 
sor. 

Hogs condemned by an author- 
ized Federal, state, county or mu- 
nicipal inspector as being totally 
unfit for human food are not con- 
sidered hogs slaughtered for mar- 
ket under the, regulations. Serum 
hogs officially condemned to tank- 
age come within this exception. 


Exémptions for Own Use. 


No tax will be required on the 
processing of live hogs by or for 
the producer for consumption by 
his own family, employes or house- 
hold. Butchers in small towns and 
other commercial hog-slaughtering 
concerns will be required to pay 
the tax regardless of where or in 
what manner they obtain their hogs 
from producers. Refunds will be 
available to persons delivering hog 
products to any organization ex- 
clusively for charitable distribu- 
tion, the refund to equal the tax 
paid by the initial processor. 

Packing houses ‘and wholesale 
meat distributers over the nation 
today were taking inventories of 
their floor stocks of hog products 
which became subject to the tax 
immediately it went into effect. 
Retail meat distributers, however, 
have 30 days in which to dispose 
of their floor stocks before they 
are subject to tax and as a result 
a very limited revenue from them 
is expected. 


Compensatory Taxes. 


Hog products imported from any 
foreign country or from the five 
possessions of the United States, 
Philippine Islands, Virgin Islands, 
Samoa, the Canal Zone and the is- 
land of Guam, are subject to a com- 
pensatory tax equal to the amount 
of the processing tax. The tax col- 
lected on importations of hog prod- 
ucts from the five possessions, or- 
dinarily* very slight, are to be paid 
into the treasuries of the respec- 
tive possessions and to be used and 
expended by their governments for

President Roosevelt took the only possible course 
}Jwhen he rejected the price-raising plan which was 
presented to him last week by the Governors of five 
Mid-Western states. 

The Governors’ program would have required the 
Federal Government to license every farmer and 
every processor of farm products. It would have im- 
posed a compulsory monthly production ‘quota on 
every farmer in the United States. It would have 
forbidden any processor to buy or sell farm products 
below a stipulated price, a price some 70 per cent 
higher than the one which now prevails. 
The plan, in short, would have compelled the Fed- 
eral Government to impose detailed dictatorial con- 
trol over the whole process of producing, processing 
and distributing food products, from one end of the 
country to the other. 
The administration’s objections to the plan are 
unanswerable. It is probably unconstitutional. It is 
certainly unenforceable. If other states were unwill- 
ing to co-operate in the scheme, restriction of out- 
put in the five states proposing it would only induce 
increased output elsewhere, thus defeating the whole 
project.

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ANOTHER OBSTACLE TO DRIVERS’ LICENSES. 
Recognizing the handicap imposed on proper regu- 
lation of motor traffic by the absence of a State 
drivers’ license law, the St. Louis Board of Alder- 
men last June passed an ordinance, duly signed by 
the Mayor, providing for a local system of licensing. 
A few days ago, however, the City Counselor’s office 
discovered the bill was in conflict with State law. 
Section 7758 of the Revised Statutes, it was held, 
gives the State exclusive powér of regulation, and 
does not permit cities to enact drivers’ license mea- 
sures. This restriction does not apply to Kansas City, 
which has issued drivers’ licenses since Feb. 4, 1932, 
for that city has special authority to do so in its 
Charter, a provision not found in the local Charter. 
‘We sincerely hope the fight for a drivers’ license 
measure will not be allowed to drop, now that the 
Board of Aldermen has gone on record in its favor 
and the city was about to receive the benefit of such 
a safety measure. The ideal provision, of course, 
would be a State license law, and efforts on that 
front should be pressed. Failing such a measure, an 
enabling act could be passed by the Legislature, em- 
powering the city to go ahead with its ordinance.

TODAY and TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


te HE NRA has now passed out of the 
T pnase of ballyhoo into the phase of ¢crit- 
ical discussion. The country has realized 
that, as a means of promoting a quick re- 
covery, too much was promised and too 
much was expected, and that the real im- 
portance of NRA is that it inaugurates a 
long-term change in industrial control. 

In influential quarters, there is & dispo- 
sition to challenge the idea that such @ 
long-term change of industrial control is 
desirable or warranted. The argument is 
that the Roosevelt administration has no 
mandate entitling it to inaugurate perma- 
nent changes; that NRA must justify itself 
as a measure of immediate recovery. It has 
to be admitted, I think, that the administra- 
tion laid itself open to this form of attack 
when, last July, it persuaded itself that the 
Blue Eagle campaign was the way to restore 
prosperity. For it was only as a method of 
quick recovery that the blanket code, the 
boycott, the general coercion to set up codes 
in a hurry could possibly have been justified. 

Yet, whatever the initial mistakes of pol- 
icy in executing NRA, however necessary 
it may be to correct those mistakes, the 
basic conceptions of NRA are, it seems to 
me, bound to remain and to determine the 
future of industrial control in the United 
States. 

This conclusion is, I think, inescapable, 
and is also easily demonstrable. 

What is the basic conception of NRA? It 
is that compulsory competition, as embodied 
in the philosophy of the anti-trust laws, does 
not produce an orderly and satisfactory in- 
dustrial system; that for compulsory compe- 
tition it is necessary to substitute a method 
of combination and co-operation; that com- 
bination and co-operation, merely among 
business men working for profit, would, how- 
ever, produce all the evils of monopoly; that, 
consequently, if combination is to be per- 
mitted. this concentration of power must be 
checked and balanced by organized labor on 
the one hand; by government-on the other. 
For,once you admit that competition is not 
to be the principal method of regulatin 
business, the only alternatives are private 
monopoly or a “partnership” with organized 
labor and with government. 

Now business men who object to the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining and to the 
principle of Government regulation should 
ask themselves, before they go the whole 
way in opposition to the NRA, What is the

alternative? What would happen if, at the 
end of the two-year period of trial, the act 
were allawed to lapse, and we reverted to 
the status quo ante? 

The law of the land would then again be 
compulsory competition. Now this law has 
‘been like the prohibition law: it has been 
enforced just enough to be a nuisance and 
not enough to do any good. Yet if NRA is 
scrapped, the Government will be compelled 
to resume the effort to enforce the anti- 
trust laws. Is that a desirable alternative 
to the NRA? I should doubt it. Enlight- 
ened business men are faced with plenty of 
difficult problems under NRA, both in re- 
lation to organized labor and in relation to 


be any easier if, instead of dealing with the 
NRA administrators, they had to deal with 
the Department of Justice? 

He who objects to NRA in principle must, 
therefore, answer the question: Do you pre- 
fer compulsory competition, or is it unregu- 
lated monopoly that_you desire? 

The truth is, I think, that anything tend- 
ing toward unregulated monopoly will not 
be accepted by the American people. Com- 
pulsory competition, on the other hand, has 
broken down as completely as national pro- 
hibition. It follows that NRA is not a bit 
of wishful idealism, is not a phantasy of the 
Brain Trust, but an inescapable recognition 
of this breakdown of compulsory competi- 
tion. At bottom, it is not, therefore, a new 
experiment, but the acknowledgement of 
a condition which has been becoming in- 
creasingly evident over the course of a gen- 
eration. 

NRA registers the end of an era in which 
an old theory was gradually knocked out 
by new realities, It has become necessary 
for business to combine and co-operate, but 
a combination in business is intolerable if, 
in the control of the combination, organized 
labor and government, as the representative 
of the general interest, are not partners. 
This is the meaning of NRA. 

That is why, in spite of al] the tactical 
errors and superficial misconceptions of the 
first few months, NRA is almost certain to 
mark a permanent and a basic change in in- 
dustrial control. In so far as public opinion 
recognizes this, it will be preparing itself to 
work out the many theoretical and practica] 
readjustments which are requited by this 
new industrial - order.

These 
sketches, the Philadelphia mother 
helping her son with an arithmetic 
problem, the wife meeting an old 
beau, have the amusing and divert- 
ing quality of a sketch in the New 
Yorker, excellent within their scope 
and range. But this reviewer at 
least would like to see her take 
hold of contemporary material of 
the same seriousness and depth as 
the Catharine role. The old lady 
with the “system” at Monte Carlo 
hardly comes, into that category; 
this is more nearly a caricature. 

But it is perhaps ungrateful to 
find any fault with what is such 
an excellent evening’s entertain- 
ment in the theater, and there is 
every reason to believe that Miss 
Skinner’s art will deepen and ma- 
ture.

Not every man is a nat- 
uralist, equipped with binoculars 
instead of eyes. And so the law

That at least would save the 
venison for our public institu- 
tions and protect the hunter from 
the charge of wilfully violating 
the game laws or running away 
and leaving the carcass to the 
wolves or hogs.

Extend the left foot forward, 
pointing toward your opponent, 
and place the right foot directly 
in back of it, so the body is well 
balanced. A happy medium be- 
tween the feet would be from 18 
to 20 inches. However, the length 
of your legs will determine this 
distance. Now raise the right 
heel about one inch, so that you 
rest flat-footed on the left foot 
and on the ball of the right foot. 
You will find that keeping the 
right heel off the floor will enable 
you to make quick decisive moves 
in all directions. Keeping this 
position of the feet, you now 
bring the left arm back so that 
the fist will be 18 to 20 inches 
away from the face, keeping the 
left fist as high as the left shoul- 
der. Now bend and bring the 
right arm back so that the right 
fist is as high as the chin and 
about two inches to the outside 
of the jaw. 

Many instructors prefer the 
right arm slightly lower so that 
the right glove covers the heart, 
but since most beginners invari- 
ably swing to the head, the first 
plan is favored. Now lower the 
right shoulder slightly. At this 
point we almost have the com- 
plete boxing position, with the ex- 
ception of the chin. This is im- 
portant. The chin must be kept 
well down and hidden in the left 
shoulder. Only experienced box- 
ers can keep their heads _ high. 
Keep the tongue in, the mouth 
closed and the jaws closed tight- 
ly.

An order permitting St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. to invest $19,000 
it is holding for J. Kehlor Carr, 
who has: not appeared to claim it 
and has been missing for five 
years, was entered today by Cir 
cuit Judge Hartmann in the Court 
of Domestic Relations.

MORE TAX EXEMPTION 


Pittsburgh Banker Wants De- 
ficiency Assessment on In- 
come Redetermined. 


VASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Rich- 
ard Beatty Melion, Pittsburgh 


Banker and brother of andrew W. 
Mellon, has asked the Board of 
Tax Appeals to redetermine an $13,- 
951 deficiency assessment against 
his 1930 income taxes. 

Mellon, president of the Mellon 
Bank of Pittsburgh, reported in his 
petition, filed yesterday, that his 
total income in 1930 was $3,598,931. 

His taxable income was fixed at 
$3,551,905 and a tax of $684,118 was 
determined by the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. Later, however, it 
increased the figure to $703,069 and 
sent Mellon notice he was deficient 
in his return by $18,951. 

In declaring the deficiency, the 
bureau held Mellon should have in- 
cluded in his income $143,828 in 
dividends from the Mellbank Cor- 
poration, and a profit on an insur- 
ance policy. It denied certain 
commission adjustments claimed by 
Mellon on the lease of the Hotel 
Pittsburgher. 

Meéelion contended the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue erred 
in attributing a profit on the cash- 
ing of the insurance policy, accept- 
ed as collateral, claiming a loss in- 
stead of a profit. He also con- 
tended he had overstated certain 
dividends in his origina) return. 

He said the Mellbank dividends 
never had been received, as the 
profits of that corporation had been 
held as protection for its group 
of banks around Pittsburgh.

WOULD BAR FOREIGN WRITERS 
AT REICHSTAG FIRE TRIAL 


Prussian Press Chief Makes Threat 


BERLIN, Nov. 7.—Martin Som- 
merfeldt, the Prussian Govern- 
ment’s press chief, threatened to- 
day to bar foreign correspondents 
from the Reichstag fire trial. 
Writing in the Deutsche Alige- 
meine Zeitung, he said: “The Ger- 
Man people positively refuse to 
permit the continual falsified re- 
porting in which the court is 
charged with violating the rules 
and in which the noxious elements 
and saboteurs of every kind of kul- 
tur are being elevated to martyrs.” 
Arthur Garfield Hays and Leo 
Gallagher, American attorneys, and 
other foreign attorneys, Sommer- 
felt added, abused Germany’s hos- 
pitality by criticising the proceed- 
ings of the court. 

Karl August Werner, the prose- 
cutor for the Reich of five men on 
trial for their lives in the burning 
of the Reichstag Building last Feb- 
ruary, flouted foreign opinion to- 
day in the court and the Nazi spec- 
tators cheered him wildly. 

Paul Teichert, attorney for the 
defense, criticised the testimony 
of a hotel waiter and commented: 
“I am sorry, but the examining 
judge seems to let himself be led 
on to a track that is disastrous for 
the German people.” 

Werner answered: “If anyone 
abroad is not satisfied with the 
manner in which we are conduct- 
ing our justice, this is by no means 
fatal to Germany.” 


30 PANEL MEMBERS CALLED

In view of these representa- 
tions, of the payment, and of the 
impossibility, at this time, of pass- 
ing finally and justly upon the 
request for a readjustment of the 
debt, I have no personal hesita- 
tion in saying that I shall not re- 
gard the British Government as 
in default. 


Ohamberlain Statement. 
After reading the last two Roose- 
velt paragraphs above to the House 
of Commons, Neville Chamberlain 
told the British legislators: 

The discussions in regard to 
war debts have been concluded. 

It has unfortunately not proved 
possible tO reach an agreement 
for a final settlement. His Majes- 
ty’s Government recognize, how- 
ever, the difficulties which exist 
at the present time by reason of 
the unsettled economic and finan- 
cial situation and they have ac- 
cordingly informed the United 
States Government that they are 
prepared to make on Dec, 15 next 
a further payment of seven and 
a half million dollars in American 
currency in acknowledgment of 
the debt pending a final settle- 
ment. 

His Majesty’s Government has 
stated that they are ready to re- 
sume negotiations on the general 
question whenever, after consul- 
tation with the President, it may 
appear that this can usefully be 
done. 


Britain to Withdraw From June 
Tariff Truce on Dec. 7. 

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Neville Cham- 

berlain, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, announced in the House of 
Commons today that Great Britain 
has offered the United States $7,- 
500,000 as a token payment on the 
Dec. 15 war Uebts installment. The 
Minister said that President Roose- 
velt had accepted and does not re- 
gard the British Government as in 
default. A statement by President 
Roosevelt concerning the debts was 
read to the Commons by Chamber- 
lain. 
Walter Runciman, president of 
the Board of Trade, announced: that 
the British Government had given 
notice of intention to withdraw 
from the tariff truce Dec. 7. This 
is the pact negotiated by Norman 
H. Davis, American Ambassador- 
at-Large, prior to the convening of 
the world economic conference last 
June. 

The Commons cheered the state- 
ment of Runciman that the tariff 
truce no longer is of any practical 
value, inasmuch, since the eéco- 
nomic parley, notices of withdraw- 
al have been given by The Nether- 
lands, the Irish Free State, Sweden 
and Switzerland, while France and 
Denmark have made reservations. 
A sixth country, Venezuela, made 
her adherence effective only until 
last July 31, so she no longer is a 
party to the agreement. 

In general terms, the tariff truce 
provided that participating Govern- 
ments should not introduce “any 
new obstacles, direct or indirect, to 
the movements ‘of international 
commerce.” 

The truce is binding only between 
countries participating and does not 
obligate nations to observe its terms 
toward countries which did not sign 
the agreement or which have with- 
drawn.

The first attempt to remove the 
object with a bronchoscope was 
made a week ago téday and the 
second last Friday. The child’s 
weakened condition prevented phy- 
sicians from removing the cap, 
which was imbedded in scar tissue 
in the lung. It was removed after 
his death. 

The child’s parents said he had 
been subject to coughing spells if 
he became excited or played stren- 
uously, but had suffered no other 
ill effects until recently.

EXPLANATION OF YESTERDAY'S CARTOON 


Merdoch was the ancient God of Light venerated by the Assyrians, Babylonians and Persians. The 
name is pronounced exactly like the name of the great Scottish engineer, William Murdoch (1754-1839), 
who is the inventor of coal gas for illuminating pur poses. 

When the Persian Shah Naser-ed-din visited London in 1873, he was greatly impressed by the gas’ 
illumination in his suite. He expressed a wish to inspect the gas works, where he learned to his aston- 
ishment the name of the inventor. The King suggested that the Scotsman was obviously a reincarna- 
tion of the ancient Persian deity of Light. A picture of William Murdoch was carried away by the Shah. 
It was later enshrined in the royal palaces of Teheran and Kasr Kadjar and figured as a divinity in the 
religion of the Suffi sect of Persia. 


THE NATIONAL BALLET SKIRT 
At the gala performance of the French Opera, given in honor of the Persian Shah's visit to Paris 
in 1873, the ruler was so delighted with the “Ballet of the Enchanted Tower” in the opera “La Juive” 
that he procured a ballet skirt worn by one of the chorines. Upon his return to Persia the ballet skitt 
was made the national costume of Persia which every Persian lady was obliged to wear. This has been

Machinery Sense 


N teaching our children how to 
| approach life it must be remem- 

bered always that, while much 
emphasis can and should be laid 
on the handicraft and usuages of 
former times—such as weaving, pot- 
tery, carpentry and sewing, we are 
living in a machine age. 

It is necessary and proper that 
from the outset children should to 
some extent become acquainted 
with machinery and its care and 
operation, since none of them can 
escape having at some time to use 
and depend upon it. 

To my mind, mechanical toys are 
most useful to children when they 
have been broken and can be taken 
apart and looked at. An old clock 
that has no value as a time piece is 
an excellent toy for a rainy day; 
for to take it apart requires time 
and concentration, and the result- 
ant heap of miscellaneous and com- 
plicated parts may well arouse a 
child to an interest in their con- 
Mruction. 

There is as definite a feeling for 
machinery as for animals. Some 
people have it and some do not. 
But I suspect that it is more likely 
to be found in people who know 
and are interested in machinery 
than in those who are not. 

The boy or girl, for example, 
who has this feeling, will not over- 
drive or maltreat a car and is 
likely to be more careful on the 
road than the one who accepts ma- 
chinery as an inexplicable but con- 
venient feature of modern life, to 
be worked to the limit and then 
scrapped. 

If we are to live by, with and 
from machines in the future, the 
children should at least be informed 
about their management and treat- 
ment as early as possible—and the 
girls quite as much as the boys. 
Certainly it would make them more 
intelligent, as well as more useful
